Percell trial continued 
for third time: Oct. 17 


By John Selbak 

The trial for Jeffrey Stephen Percell probably 
will not actually begin until sometime after the first 
of the year, according to Elton Simms, deputy 
district attorney and prosecutor for the case. 

“Although anyone’s guess is as good as mine at 
this point,” he noted. 

The trial has been continued for a third time 
until Oct. 17, originally slated for Aug. 1, then 
Aug. 21 and again on Sept. 7. 

Percell is charged with murdering his parents, 
Alice and John Percell, in their home on Liliano, 
Sierra Madre. Bodies of the deceased, killed by gun¬ 
shot, were found by Sierra Madre Police Nov. 16. 

Percell surrendered to Burlington, Vt. police 
Dec. 13 and was extradited after a lengthy fight. 
He continues to be held without bail, pleading not 
guilty. 

When asked if he thought there was a certain 
strategy behind all the continuances, Simms replied 
that he didn’t see any aside from the fact that it was 
always in the interest of the defense to continue. 

“It will eventually be tried,” he added. “This 
one will go all the way, and we’ll probably be 
seeking the death penalty. When you have a case like

The name “Mama Pete” was given to Mar¬ 
jorie Peterson by the director of a church camp. 
Pilgrim Pines, in 1943 and it has stuck with her 
ever since. 

Mama Pete is featuring an open house at her 
home and school this Sunday from 2 to 5 p.m.

school. 

Marjorie worked as camp mother in the experi¬ 
mental camp. She says it was the first time for 
mixed races and sexes at one camp and that was 
only 1945. “Times have changed,” she noted recently. 

She has been caring for kids for 45 years in her 
nursery school, teaching the children life’s 
necessities, helping them to share, take care of 
each other and, most of all, not to be afraid of 
each other. 

Mama Pete always seems to be in the middle 
of a group of children. 

“Everywhere 1 go, they seem to follow me 
around like I’m the Pied Piper,” she says. It has 
been that way since the summer of 1943 when her 
hoStiiartd, Charles Peterson whom she lost three years 
ago, became ill and had to go to bed for a year. 

They were in dire financial straits when Marjorie 
took in a 1-year-old for $2 a day. It was during 
the war years when mothers of small children 
worked in defense plants while their husbands 
fought in World War II. 

The children flocked to her door in droves 


and finally she found it necessary to form three 
shifts. After the war the children continued to 
come to her door for care and soom the Peter¬ 
son home seemed almost too small for the numbers 
of children staying every day. 

Charlie — or Daddy Pete, as he was known — 
built a school in back of their home and placed 
an apartment above to rent out for extra dollars. 

Soon, they built a swimming pool and other 
“gingerbread” buildings to amuse their charges. 
Now the backyard of the Peterson home looks like 
a tiny Disneyland. 

Marjorie hired her first helper in 1951, then 
another in 1969 and soon she needed more and 
more aides to assist in the cooking and care of all 
the children. 

The school is now so established that young 
grandparents and parents are taking their children to 
the school, asking that Marjorie give these new little 
ones the same wonderful care they received years 
ago. Some mothers-to-be actually place their future 
babies on the waiting list for Mama Pete’s School. 
She shakes her head in wonder at her success. 

The Petersons were next door neighbors and it 
seemed only logical that they would be wed. They 
were and they had two children, a daughter, Muriel, 
and a son, Dan. 

She welcomes everyone to join her Sunday to 
share in the pleasures and memories of her 45-year- 
old nursery school.

this where people are tied up and executed, you 
tend to think toward the death penalty.”

The News had spoken 
briefly with Percell’s sister and had obtained her 
statement that her brother was innocent. When asked 
for his response to this statement, Simms said that 
he had spoken to Tissell several times and that “she 
had never expressed her brother’s innocence to me 
in those conversations.” 

“We are ready to go to trial now,” Simms 
continued. “The case won’t be prejudiced in any 
way, but it is overwhelming (toward the prosecution).”

Madre Police Chief Bill Betts at a study session 
on Thursday, Sept. 14, stating that there were prob¬ 
lems with police enforcement in Sierra Madre that 
needed to be addressed.

I 
don’t feel that you (Betts) are doing your job 
right, and I want to know what you want from us 
in terms of resources to do it. Tell us what we have 
to do to make it happen.” 

Betts stated that statistics show that the accidents 
ate not occurring in downtown. “Our studies don’t 
show a problem there.” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler replied that it was 
“people’s perception that we have a problem and 
if they think there is a problem then we as the 
council need to address it.” 

The council was positive about the work that 
was done by the department’s latest addition. Cadet 
Sheri Buckley, who was doing so well in ticketing 
parking violators.

Hire minority 
superintendent 

Noting that there are over 75 per¬ 
cent minority children attending the 
Pasadena Unified Schools, we urge the 
selection committee for the superinten¬ 
dent’s job to take a hard look at hiring a 
quailified minority person. 

The first criteria should be capa¬ 
bility and professional background, of 
course. But the high percentage of 
minority students in the school system 
should call attention to the need for the 
superintendent to echo the majority 
status of those students he or she serves. 

We also agree that the superin¬ 
tendent should live within the district, 
should be aware of community con¬ 
cerns and have a pulse for the concerns 
of the entire community. 

A note of concern should be 
directed to the selection committee for 
the superintendent that all of these fac¬ 
tors should be taken into consideration. 

Fire safety 
to be observed 

Burn tragedies kill 12,600 persons 
each year, which is an average of 34 
lives each day. Approximately 3800 of 
these are children. In observance of 
National Fire Prevention Week, Oct. 
9 - 13, the California FAIR Plan, a 
statewide fire insurance pool, offers the 
tollowing safety tips to protect your 
home and your family: 

• Never store flammable liquids or 
rags near such sources of ignition as 
pilot lights, water heaters, furnaces, etc. 
Clean out the garage of combustible 
material which could cause a fire — 
old paint cans, discarded oil or gas 
additive containers. 

• Don’t overload electrical cords or 
circuits, and immediately repair frayed 
or defective electrical cords and appli¬ 
ances. Never* smoke in bed and keep 
matches, cigarette lighters and candles 
out of reach of children. 

• Sleep with bedroom doors closed 
to keep out deadly smoke, heat and 
gases, in the event of a fire. Check 
your smoke detector’s batteries and 
replace if necessary. 

• Practice Exit Drills In The Home 
(EDITH) regularly. 

• Do your part to help lessen fire 
tragedies.

Funeral services were 
held Sept. 14 at Church 
of the Ascension in Sierra 
Madre for Janet Wood, 
95, who died two weeks 
ago. She was 95 on June 
5. 

Mrs. Wood had lived 
most of her life in Sierra 
Madre and was a mem¬ 
ber of the pioneer Hawks 
family. 

Her great aunt, 
Frances Hawks (known as 
Fannie), arrived to make 
her home here Sept. 1, 
1881 and bringing her 
elderly mother, Hannah. 
They endured the hard¬ 
ships of early Sierra 
Madre, but never regret¬ 
ted their move to this 
beautiful area. 

Their home, com¬ 
pleted in 1882, still stands 
today at 90 E. Grand¬ 
view. It was the first 
lathe and plaster 
house in Sierra Madre 
and still has its original 
shutters and redwood sid¬ 
ing. Fannie held the first 
meetings of the Episco¬ 
pal Church in her living 
room, then donated the 
land on which the his¬ 
toric Church of the 
Ascension is located to¬ 
day. 

Fannie’s brother, 
Ammi, built the first 
commercial building on 
the east side of town at 
26 N. Baldwin, location 
of The Keepsake today, 
as a real estate office. 
Fannie later took over 
the building and ran it 


with her family because 
her mother had ill health 
and was advised to move 
to a drier climate. 

Mrs. Shepherd was ed 
ucated in Pasadena 
schools and later worked 
at Pacific Bell Tele 
phone as a supervisor 
for 35 years. 

Upon her retirement, 
she and her husband 
Bill Shepherd moved to 
Sierra Madre in 1955. 
Her husband preceded 
her in April, 1979. 

She is survived by her 
nephew, Lynn Shep 
herd and wife Bunny, 
and grand-nephew 
Gary. Shepherd and wife 
Linda and their four 
sons.

Janet married Ran¬ 
dolph Wood in 1915.

She was very active

Sierra Madre is a community noted for its 
hard-working volunteers. They come in all sizes, 
shapes and ages. 

On the lower end of the scale in size (five 
feet, two inches) and upper end in age (89) is 
Helen Frey who recently was presented a coveted 
award from the California State Society of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution for her pro¬ 
digious volunteer work. 

During the past year Helen has given over 1400 
hours of volunteer service to the Sierra Madre Skilled 
Nursing Facility where almost half the residents 
are her junior in age. 

Each Saturday and Sunday, when “the old 
bones are oiled up,” she volunteers as an aide to 
Assistant Activities Director Dorothy Tillquist, 
pushing wheelchairs, handing out refreshments and 
fervently singing along with the hymns and old 
time favorites brought to the patients in religious 
services and programs by other dedicated volunteers 
from community churches and organizations. 

I hc Saturday and Sunday hours are 8 a.m. to 
3 p.m. and sit-down breaks are few and far between 
as one event follows another. 

Besides bringing patients in to enjoy the pro¬ 
grams, they are taken outside into the patio where 
daffodils, amaryllis, gladiolas, freesias, iris, pansies, 
pinks, petunias, allysum and other seasonal blos¬ 
soms, planted and tended by Helen, create a cheery 
and colorful environ. 

Visits are made to the bedfast and innumerable 
errands are run to garner cards for games, books 
for reading, newspapers for sharing, films and slides 
for viewing, etc. 

She keeps the hospital supplied with flowers 
from her own garden and helps in decorating 
the entire hospital with a different theme for 
each month of the year (sometimes two, such as 
Presidents Birthday and Valentines in February). 

The mirror in the Patient Activity Room is her 
special province with seasonal themes and names of 
birthday patients in colorful paper cut-outs for the 
monthly birthday parties, where she is one of the 
handy helpers who provide music and refreshments

those unable to attend so all can share in the fun. 

As a member of the small group of Friends 
of the Skilled Nursing Facility, she participates in 
the back-breaking work of conducting semi-annual 
sidewalk boutique sales and helps maintain the hos¬ 
pital’s gift glass case, two fund-raising activities 
which have raised over $9500 for the Patient Acti¬ 
vities Program since they organized in late 1986, 
providing bedside corkboards, clocks, patio furni¬ 
ture, plants, video and 16 mm cameras and slide 
projector, plus numerous special programs, outings, 
materials for craft projects and other needed items. 

She helps with providing welcome baskets 
and Christmas stockings for the 56 residents, cro¬ 
cheting Santa pins for Christmas, making cor¬ 
sages for Mother’s Day and mending lap robes, 
sweaters, bibs and other items for the patients. 

Outings such as lunches at the Park House or 
downtown, or musical and other dramatic programs 
and plays, or visits to nature parks, malls and 
other points of interest, as well as tours of seasonal 
displays in Sierra Madre and neighboring areas, or 
viewing the 4th of July Parade, see Helen partici¬ 
pating as a full-fledged helper, keeping up with other 
helpers less than half her age. 

She also does special things for the nursing 
staff, sharing her plants and flowers and talents 
with them. This last Christmas she had each of the 
40 staff members place a hand on a piece of paper 
while she drew an outline and had each sign his or 
her name. Then she made two giant wreaths froin 
the cutouts and all the employees celebrated the holi¬ 
day in company with their joined- 
hands wreaths proclaiming the season of love and 
peace from the walls of the hospital. 

Helen’s volunteer career has spanned room 
mothering, PTA, Campfire Girls, Job’s Daughters, 
Sunday school, junior church choir, high school 
orchestra. Chaparral Poets, Woman’s Club, Eastern 
Star and flower clubs, among others. 

She served as Regent of the Sierra Madre Chap¬ 
ter of D.A.R. and after it disbanded joined the 
Alhambra-San Gabriel Chapter where she helps set 
up tables, serve and clean up for chapter luncheons 
each month. 

Sometimes she complains about creaky bones 
and other odd assorted, burrs, baddies and 
bunions, but not many volunteers of any age give 
as much time and talent as Helen Frey, and the 
number of near-nonagenarians who do could, no 
doubt, be counted twice on one hand.

Have you ever wished 
you could put some kind 
of hex on an annoying 
neighbor? Mess up their 
phone service or 
something? In “Bell, 
Book and Candle,” now 
at the Sierra Madre 
Playhouse, there’s 
a witch who not only can 
but does. (Maybe that’s 
what’s wrong with Gen¬ 
eral Telephone!) In this 
romantic comedy, 
Andrea Stradling, who 
made such a hit as 
“Laura,” plays Gillian, 
a lovely young woman, 
quite literally charm¬ 
ing, but above such 
pranks as the above. 
Her eccentric aunt 
(Nancy Crawford) is 
not, however, and as a 
result a quite ordinary 
young man (James 
Wickline, who played 
the detective in “Laura”) 
has a series of petty 
problems and meets 
Gillian, his temporary 
landlady. His very 
ordinariness appeals to 


her, since her usual 
friends are rather 
peculiar, and the 
principal problem of 
the play is whether she 
will steal him from 
his fiance with or 
without her magic arts. 
She is egged on by her 
gleeful warlock brother 
(Scott Mathews) and 
watched with fascination 
by a writer (J.D. Smith) 
who is doing research 
on witchcraft and 
being happily filled with 
misinformation by his 
researches. 

The cast is good, 
David Calhoun has pro¬ 
vided an excellent set, 
the ’50s period is 
well created by the 
ladies’ handsome 
dresses and Richard 
Large has kept a rather 
static play moving nicely. 

There are people 
around who take the 
subject of witch¬ 
craft as a red flag to a 
bull, to which one can 
only say “Lighten 


up!” Gillian has a 
few things to say about 
the seduction of power. 
One wonders what she 
has been up to in the 
past! 

“B, B and C” makes 
a pleasant evening of 
chuckles for the whole 
family. Old timers 
may remember the movie 
starring Kim Novak and 
Jimmie Stewart. The 
play is better. It runs 
through Oct. 21. Call 
355-4318. 

In 1788, Australia 
was a penal colony, 
populated by the riff¬ 
raff of English city slums, 
illiterate and amoral, 
speaking a “cant” nearly 
incomprehensible to the 
education. The army of¬ 


ficers assigned to 
guard and control them 
treated them like 
slaves and tended to 
think of them as ani¬ 
mals. 

“Our Country’s 
Good” by Timberlake 
Westenbaker, now 
having its American 
premiere at the Mark 
Taper Forum, tells the 
story of a young Army 
2nd Lieutenant who, 
remarking that the^ 
colony has no public 
entertainment except 
hangings, proposes to 
put on a play, “The re¬ 
cruiting Officer’’ by 
George Farquhar, using 
prisoners as his actors. 
He is met with dirision 


by his fellow officers, 
but considerable sym¬ 
pathy by the Governor 
of the colony who 
wishes to govern 
responsible citizens, 
not tyranize over 
beasts. His only 
question — is it possible? 

The question is far 
broader than the plot, 
of course. Do the arts 
civilize? Can a vision of 
a different life, broader 
concerns, a more sensi¬ 
tive language change 
people? Can legitimate 
attention give them 
dignity; can the discipline 
of performance teach 
self-restraint? 

The lieutenant’s re¬ 
calcitrant actors both 
fail and succeed. The 
director suffers the 
joys and sorrows familiar 
to any good drama 
teacher, but a lamp has 
been lighted. 

In these days when 
the arts tend to be by¬ 
passed in school 
budgets, when congress¬ 


men complain about the 
National Endowment for 
the Arts, these questions 
deserve the kind of strong 
dramatic answers pro¬ 
vided here, entertain¬ 
ing, disturbing and to 
the point. 

The play itself is a 
little bumpy, using the 
best part of the his¬ 
torical novel, “The 
Playmaker” by Thomas 
Keneally, without much 
transition, and the 
heavy accents and 18th 
century slang of the 
characters make them 
appropriately difficult to 
understand part of the 
time. 

But “Our Country’s 
Good’’ received the 
Olivier Award for the 
Best Play of 1988 and 
with good reason. For 
anyone with the slight¬ 
est knowledge or exper¬ 
ience of theater it is an 
exciting must.
